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Report  of  the  Selectmen 

The  Selectmen  organized  on  February  16,  1948  with 
Charles  W.  Knowlton  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  Public  Welfare  and  Walter  Silveira  as  Clerk. 

During  the  year  Middle  Street  was  widened  at  the 
entrance  and  a safety  island  was  installed.  This  was  done 
under  contract  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  and  at  the  same  time  a full  stop 
traffic  light  and  a safety  island  were  installed  at  Huttleston 
Avenue  and  Main  Street.  These  improvements  have  been 
very  helpful  in  the  moving  of  traffic  but  the  Selectmen  are 
working  to  get  the  department  to  install  full  stop  lights  at 
Middle  Street  and  Huttleston  Avenue,  to  work  in  conjunc- 
tion with  those  at  Main  Street  and  Huttleston  Avenue. 
They  believe  this  will  eliminate  any  inconvenience  now 
existing,  due  to  traffic  coming  out  of  Middle  Street. 

A contract  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Frank  Linhares  to 
reconstruct  Main  Street,  from  Huttleston  Avenue  to  Elm 
Avenue,  and  install  drains,  as  per  plans  by  Mr.  Samuel  H. 
Corse.  This  was  completed  satisfactorily.  The  reconstruc- 
tion of  Main  Street  to  the  junction  of  Main  and  Adams 
Street  will  be  brought  before  the  Town  Meeting  members 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March. 

Cap  logs  were  placed  on  the  remaining  unprotected 
portions  of  Union  Wharf,  a safety  measure  that  has  been 
needed  to  be  done  for  many  years. 

The  matter  of  having  a housing  authority  was  brought 
before  the  Town  Meeting  members  at  a Special  Town 
Meeting  on  September  16,  1948,  but  was  voted  down  by 
the  members. 

The  trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library  met  with  the 
Selectmen  on  July  12th,  at  which  time  the  trustees  informed 
the  Board  that  the  Library  would  need  $4,000.,  to  continue 
their  work  for  the  year.  It  was  voted  to  have  the  article 
in  the  warrant  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  December  6, 
1948.  This  amount  was  voted  to  be  taken  from  Excess  and 
Deficiency  and  was  later  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation. 

After  consultation  with  Mr.  Graham  of  the  Cozy  Cab 
Company,  together  with  the  citizens  of  Sconticut  Neck  re- 
garding improving  the  bus  service  for  the  benefit  of  the 
residents  of  Sconticut  Neck,  Mr.  Graham  promised  a new 
bus  and  better  service.  This  promise  was  carried  out  in 
about  five  weeks. 
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The  matter  pf  widening  Sconticut  Neck  Road  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  It  is  hoped 
that  work  will  be  started  on  the  first  and  second  section  in 
the  spring  of  1949. 

The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  granted  the  Fair- 
haven  Water  Company  an  increase  in  rates.  This  was  done 
without  a hearing  so  that  the  people  did  not  have  an 
opportunity  to  object  to  this  increase.  However,  the 
Selectmen  filed  an  objection  to  this  procedure  and  a date 
was  set  for  a hearing.  At  this  hearing,  all  the  particulars 
were  brought  out  as  to  the  earnings  of  the  Water  Company, 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  directed  the  Water 
Company  to  go  back  to  its  former  rate  after  July  1,  1949. 

Fairhaven  lost  one  of  its  most  active  citizens  in  the 
passing  of  Mr.  Gilbert  W.  Tuell  as  he  was  always  interested 
*n  Town  affairs  and  had  served  as  a member  of  several 
committees.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  a position  which  he  had  filled  in  a 
very  capable  manner.  The  Selectmen  and  townspeople 
regret  the  passing  of  such  a public  spirited  citizen.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  on  March  15th,  Mr.  William 
C.  Brennan  of  74  Raymond  Street  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Mr.  Tuell. 

Mr.  John  Avila,  33  Mulberry  Street,  was  appointed 
successor  to  Mr.  Maurice  N.  Hanson  as  wire  inspector,  since 
his  death  September  26,  1948.  Mr.  Hanson  served  the 
Town  faithfully  for  a number  of  years  in  connection  with 
his  position  with  the  New  Bedford  Gas  & Edison  Light 
Company,  and  the  citizens  will  regret  his  passing. 

Mr.  Otis  Tuttle  resigned  on  June  1,  1948  at  a meeting 
of  the  Board  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Kearns  was  appointed  to 
till  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Tuttle  on  the  Board  of 
Registrars.  At  his  resignation  the  Town  lost  a man  who 
had  worked  for  many  years  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Registrars,  during  which  time  he  performed  his  duties  very 
efficiently. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  heads  of  departments 
for  their  cooperation  in  the  administration  of  their  offices.

B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  period  from 
September  11,  1947,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination, 
to  November  3,  1948,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
tor  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the 
offices  of  the  treasurer  and  the  accounting  officer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  account- 
ing officer  were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with 
the  records  of  the  several  departments  of  the  town  and 
with  the  town  treasurer’s  accounts.  The  receipts,  as  re- 
corded, were  compared  with  the  town  treasurer’s  record 
of  receipts  and  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records 
of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  recorded  payments 
were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  record  of  disbursements 
and  with  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriations 
and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records 
of  town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee, the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit 
of  the  several  departments  were  made,  and  a balance  sheet 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  November  3, 
1948  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

Overlay  deficits  aggregating  $1,001.66  on  the  audit 
date  should  be  raised  by  the  assessors  in  the  determination 
of  the  1949  tax  rate  as  required  by  Section  23,  Chapter  59, 
General  Laws. 

The  records  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
checked  to  the  accounting  officer’s  books,  with  the  depart- 
mental records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with  other 
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sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury 
warrants. 

The  cash  balance  on  November  3,  1948  was  proved  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  canceled  securities  on 
file  and  with  the  amounts  falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined.  The  income 
was  proved  and  all  transactions  were  verified  and  com- 
pared with  the  Treasurer's  and  the  accounting  officer’s 
books. 

The  investments  of  the  contributory  retirement  funds 
were  checked.  The  receipts,  representing  appropriations 
by  the  town,  contributions  by  the  members,  and  income 
from  investments,  were  checked  in  detail.  The  disburse- 
ments were  checked,  and  the  cash  balance  on  November  3, 
1948  was  proved  by  reconciling  the  bank  balance  with  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  listing 
the  checks  for  deposit. 

A statement  of  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the 
Henry  H.  Rogers  High  School  Fund  was  furnished  by  the 
City  Bank  Farmers  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  Trustees, 
and  a schedule  for  this  fund  was  prepared  and  is  attached 
to  this  report. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  additions  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  Collector’s 
records,  the  recorded  redemptions  of  tax  titles  and  sales 
of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles 
and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accounting  officer’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  excise,  depart- 
mental, and  water  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
previous  examination,  and  all  subsequent  commitments 
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were  audited  and  proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for  their 
collection.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accounting  officer’s 
books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the 
records  in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  accounting  officer’s  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  and  records 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen,  the  town  clerk,  the  building  inspector,  and  by 
the  police,  fire,  and  health  departments  were  examined, 
and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  mentioned, 
the  records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined, 
checked  in  detail,  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s  and 
the  accounting  officer’s  books. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax 
title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as 
well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of 
the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  officials  of 
the  town  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistant  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  is  granted  to  dependent 
children  under  18  years,  if  regularly  attending  school,  who 
have  been  deprived  of  parental  support  by  reason  of  death, 
desertion  or  physical  or  mental  incapacity  of  parent  and 
who  are  living  with  a parent  or  blood  relative. 


Legislation  has  made  it  mandatory  to  cover  the  budget 
of  expenses  under  this  category  of  relief.  During  the  year 
an  increase  of  8.3%  was  made  in  the  State  Standard  budget 
to  cover  increased  prices.  The  total  expenditures  have  ex- 
ceeded those  of  the  previous  year  by  $9,200.

Expenditures  for  Old  Age  Assistance  continue  to 
mount  each  year  as  the  case  load  increases  and  as  the 
grants  are  liberalized  by  State  and  Federal  legislation. 
The  State  Standard  budget  increase  of  8.3%  was  given  in 
October.  Federal  grants  were  increased  from  $25.  to  $30. 
on  grants  totalling  $45.  or  more  per  month. 


During  the  year  65  applications  were  received,  of 
which  12  were  denied  as  ineligible  to  receive  aid  and  36 
cases  have  been  closed.

The  annual  report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  year 
1948  is  submitted  herewith. 

The  Board  held  three  regular  meetings  and  four  public 
hearings.  Regional  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Feder- 
ation of  Planning  Boards  were  attended  by  our  Board 
Members.  The  Board  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  all 
townspeople  that  this  Board  functions  only  as  an  adminis- 
trative body  to  make  recommendations  and  give  advice  on 
zoning  and  planning. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Building  Inspector,  through  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  to  function  as  the  law  enforcing  officer 
and  to  him  must  all  complaints  of  zoning  violations  be  filed. 
If  in  the  event  the  Building  Inspector  does  not  take  action 
on  said  violations,  take  same  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for 
their  interpretation  and  ruling.  The  Planning  Board  is 
interested  in  being  of  service  to  all — but  please  take  zon- 
ing violations  to  the  Building  Inspector  — That  is  where 
they  belong. 

This  Board  feels  that  new  districts  are  needed  to  care 
for  the  ever-expanding  land  developments.  We  have  been 
considering  an  amendment  to  be  inserted  in  our  by-laws 
for  “Roadside  Service”  also  recently  we  have  approved 
“Park  and  Recreational”  district.  Both  types  of  districts 
were  approved  by  the  State  Planning  Board  as  good 
planning.  The  Board  has  many  times  suggested  that  the 
town  set  up  a five  year  budget  plan  and  have  a survey 
made  by  an  expert  on  planning. 

The  Board  welcomes  any  suggestions  for  the  good  of 
Fairhaven  and  we  Wholeheartedly  Welcome  all  town 
officers  to  sit  in  with  the  Planning  Board  and  learn  about 
zoning  and  planning  first-hand. 

Thanks  to  Mr.  Raymond  Mitchell  for  the  many  services 
rendered  in  our  behalf.  Also  thanks  to  Chief  Shurtleff  and 
his  boys  for  their  part  in  bringing  into  light  certain  zonng 
violations. 
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Your  Planning  Board  is  made  up  of  eight  elective 
officers  and  they  do  not  receive  any  remuneration  for  their 
efforts  on  your  behalf.  Our  appropriation  has  never  ex- 
ceeded $150.00.  All  petitioners  fees  are  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  Planning  Board 
that  Fairhaven  maintain  its  beauty  by  cooperation  of  all 
departments  in  an  unselfish  endeavor  to  do  a little  more 
than  just — the  best.

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  submits  iis 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1948. 

During  the  year  the  Department  responded  to  30  bell 
alarms  and  173  still  alarms,  a total  of  203  calls.  This  is 
76  less  than  in  1947  when  we  had  33  bell  alarms  and  246 
still  alarms  for  a total  of  279  calls. 

The  stations  at  Oxford  Street,  North  Fairhaven  and 
East  Fairhaven  are  in  fairly  good  condition  but  will  need 
some  painting  and  repair  work  this  year. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  is  in  good  condition  and 
is  being  properly  maintained  by  a staff  of  experienced  and 
able  men.  We  cordially  invite  the  townspeople  to  inspect 
this  equipment  at  their  pleasure.  We  again  request  the 
replacement  of  the  27  year  old  Engine  #1  by  a special 
article  in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Practice  meetings  for  all  the  companies  are  being 
maintained  during  the  summer  months  from  May  to 
September  and  under  the  guidance  of  Drillmaster  Charles 
H.  Lawton  these  are  proving  to  be  very  beneficial  to  the 
Department. 

The  Protecting  Society  has  continued  to  render  valu- 
able service  to  the  Fire  Department  by  their  attendance  at 
fires  and  also  by  attending  the  practice  meetings. 

The  resuscitator  that  was  presented  to  the  Town  by  the 
Lions  Club  of  Fairhaven  has  added  much  to  our  present 
equipment  and  it  has  been  used  5 times  since  it  was  pre- 
sented to  this  Department.

We  have  issued,  during  the  past  year,  113  burial  per- 
mits, 4 pasteurization  licenses,  12  alcohol  licenses,  12  oleo- 
margarine, 1 ice  cream,  68  milk,  and  4 camp  licenses. 

Three  patients  were  maintained  at  Bristol  County 
Tuberculosis  Hospital  during  the  past  year.  Two  new  cases 
were  discovered  and  18  tuberculosis  contacts  were  x-rayed. 
Seventy  visits  to  tubercular  patients  were  made. 

In  the  Board  of  Health  Clinic  162  children  were  im- 
munized against  diphtheria  and  77  were  vaccinated  against 
smallpox.  The  Community  Nurse,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  made  a total  of  140  visits  to  persons 
ill  with  communicable  diseases. 
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DENTAL  CLINIC 


The  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Richard  A.  Dennie,  assists  at 
the  Board  of  Health  Dental  Clinic  which  is  held  at  the 
Tripp  School  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morning. 
Dr.  Edward  J.  Mee  is  our  dentist  and  his  dental  assistant 
is  Mrs.  Anne  Silva.  Dr.  Mee  examined  the  first  four  grades 
of  each  school  in  September.  Pupils  of  all  grades  are  free 
to  go  to  the  Clinic  and  each  school  attends  once  every  five 
weeks. 

In  September,  vitally  needed  new  equipment  was 
purchased  for  the  Dental  Clinic  to  replace  articles  which 
had  been  in  use  since  the  Clinic  was  first  opened.  Without 
this  new  equipment  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible 
to  continue. 

Mrs.  Dennie  reports  the  following  work  done  on 
children’s  teeth  during  the  past  year:  336  fillings,  117  ex- 
tractions, 36  examinations  (not  including  the  first  four 
grades),  55  cleanings,  and  54  treatments. 

SANITATION 

The  collection  of  garbage  has  been  carried  put  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Mello  with  his  usual  efficiency.  Mr.  Samuel  C. 
Barrett,  animal  inspector,  and  Mr.  Henry  Steven?,  slaughter 
inspector,  have  discharged  their  duties  most  competently. 
Mr.  Barrett  has  also  served  the  town  as  milk  inspector  and 
has  found  few  violations  of  the  milk  regulations.  Laws 
governing  the  compulsory  pasteurization  of  milk  were 
voted  into  effect  by  the  Board  of  Health  on  April  1,  1948. 

The  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  were 
revised  in  1947.  are  continuing  to  show  good  results. 
Printed  copies  of  th^se  regulations  mav  be  obtained  in  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
community  nurses  and  the  police  department  for  the  help 
and  cooperation  given  us  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Public  Health  Nursing  plays  an  important  part  in  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  community.  It  forms  one  of  the 
valuable  links  between  the  great  medical  research  labora- 
tories and  the  community  by  interpreting  some  of  the  great 
discoveries  made  in  these  laboratories. 

The  appropriation  from  the  Town  for  health  nursing 
services  made  it  possible  to  make  the  following  visits  dur- 
ing the  year  1948: 


The  appropriation  paid  for  58%  of  the  above  visits, 
the  remaining  visits  were  free.  The  Town  paid  for  196 
bedside  nursing  visits  to  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients. 

Active  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  hospitalized  and 
contacts  have  been  checked  periodically.  Some  of  these 
examinations  were  made  at  the  State  Sanatoria,  and  others 
at  the  New  Bedford  X-Ray  and  Chest  Clinic.  Others  have 
had  periodic  examinations  by  private  physicians. 

Assistance  was  given  at  the  following  clinics  held 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Health: 

Diphtheria  Toxoid  Clinic  - 162  children  were  inoculated 
Vaccination  Clinic  - 77  children  were  inoculated 

The  Board  of  Health  Executive  Officer  has  been  most 
helpful  in  reporting  some  of  the  new  laws  and  policies  of 
the  Commonwealth  as  they  affect  those  doing  public  health 
nursing.

The  Board  organized  with  G.  Winston  Valentine  as 
chairman,  and  John  M.  Reilly  as  clerk. 

This  department  has  been  busy  this  year  with  new 
house  connections,  plugged  lines  and  repairs.  We  have 
been  obliged  to  make  some  repairs  on  our  electrical  equip- 
ment and  air  compressor.  Next  year  we  will  have  to  make 
repairs  on  some  of  the  pumps  at  the  stations.  In  the  near 
future  our  master  plan  and  blue  prints  should  be  revamped. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  told  us  that  we  must 
stop  emptying  polluted  sewerage  into  the  river.  At  the  last 
adjourned  town  meeting  a Sewerage  Disposal  Committee 
was  appointed  and  authorized  to  have  made  a preliminary 
survey  of  the  town  and  recommendations  for  the  disposal 
of  sewerage  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  State 
regulations.

Gentlemen : 

We  followed  our  usual  program  of  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  the  streets,  roads,  sidewalks  and  drains  and  in 
addition  during  the  year  we  accomplished  the  following 
important  undertakings. 

We  graded  and  penetrated  with  tar  or  asphalt  all  or 
part  of  these  roads — Highland  Rd.,  Bay  View  Ave.,  Bay 
St.,  and  the  principal  roads  in  the  so  called  Pope  Beach 
section,  also  Hathaway,  Bonney,  the  westerly  end  of  Briar- 
cliffe  Rd.,  Torrington  Rd.,  Sedgewick  St.,  Calumet  Rd., 
Jerusalem  Rd.,  Sea  View  Ave.,  Ocean  Ave.,  Grand  View 
Ave.,  Gilbert  St.,  Gelette  Rd.  from  the  railroad  to  Shaw  Rd., 
Allen  St.  from  Pleasant  to  Atlas  and  Chestnut  from  South 
St.  to  Church  St. 

Large  rocks  which  have  remained  in  the  roads  since 
the  roads  were  built  were  blasted  and  removed  from 
Highland  Rd.,  Raymond  St.,  and  Briarcliffe  Rd. 

Sconticut  Neck  Road  from  Winsagansett  Ave.  to 
Perry  Ave.  (the  end  of  hard  surface)  was  given  a seal  coat 
of  tar  and  under  Chapter  90  Maintenance  we  applied  a 
“mix  in  place”  job  of  tar  and  sand  on  Sconticut  Neck  Road 
for  approximately  three  miles  and  also  under  Mass.  Dep’t 
of  Public  Works  supervision  we  graded  and  asphalt  pene- 
trated the  shoulders  on  Alden  Road  from  Washington  St. 
to  Acushnet  Line. 

We  completed  the  construction  started  in  1947  by  ap- 
plying another  seal  coat  of  tar  on  Massasoit  Ave.,  between 
Green  and  Francis  Sts.  and  on  Chestnut  St.,  between 
Church  and  Farmfield  Sts. 

We  graded,  penetrated  and  sealed  Chestnut  St.,  from 
■Farmfield  to  Cottage  Sts.,  and  Laurel  St.,  from  Cedar  to 
Doane  Sts.,  also  Raymond  St.,  from  Sconticut  Neck  Rd. 
easterly  approximately  1140  feet,  and  Briarcliffe  Rd.  from 
Sconticut  Neck  Rd.  westerly  approximately  1000  feet. 
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On  several  of  the  roads  where  we  have  formerly 
applied  calcium  chloride  as  a dust  restrainer  in  the  dry 
summer  season  we  tried  out  a primer  road  oil  with  very 
satisfactory  results  and  considerable  saving  in  cost  of 
material  and  application  labor.  We  formerly  purchased 
calcium  chloride  at  such  a low  price  we  could  use  it  in 
generous  amounts  but  the  price  is  now  soliigh  as  to  make 
it  prohibitive  for  this  purpose. 

Under  the  plan  for  building  granolithic  sidewalks  with 
the  cost  shared  equally  by  the  property  owner  and  the 
Town  we  completed  46  jobs,  a total  of  1713  % Sq.  Yds.  We 
believe  this  plan  should  be  continued. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

As  voted  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  we  in- 
augurated a new  Schedule  of  Collection  for  Sconticut  Neck 
and  now  collect  every  two  weeks  on  a Wednesday,  but  there 
is  already  evidence  that  with  the  continued  growth  of  this 
section  of  the  town,  additional  service  will  be  required  in 
the  near  future. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  all 
other  town  officials  and  department  members  for  the 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Shellfish  Inspector 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Fairhaven,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  on  shellfish  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1948,  which  covers  several  outstand- 
ing features,  and  shows  we  are  way  in  advance  of  any  pre- 
vious record : — 

1.  In  the  number  of  licenses  issued, 

2.  Amount  of  shellfish  taken, 

3.  The  cash  value  of  the  catch. 

Only  7 to  12  tongers  worked  steadily  during  the 
season,  this  is  a small  number  compared  to  other  years  and 
only  about  2,365  bushels  of  quahogs  were  taken  by  them. 

The  first  part  of  1948  there  were  from  1 to  6 draggers 
working  but  only  1 dragger  the  later  part  of  the  year.  They 
have  found  it  very  poor  fishing  as  the  heavy  dragging  of 
the  past  years  have  depleted  the  beds.  Approximately 
3,200  bushel  of  quahogs  were  taken  by  them. 

A very  unusual  feature  was  the  number  of  permit 
holders  and  licensed  fishermen  who  worked  on  the  tides 
and  on  weekends.  There  never  were  so  many  fishing  or 
so  much  shellfish  taken  during  any  one  year  of  my  13  years 
experience.  On  some  days  there  were  as  many  as  50 
people  digging  shellfish. 

This  was  also  a record  year  for  scallops,  it  was  a very 
large  catch  and  the  most  valuable  one  in  the  records  of  the 
Town.  There  seems  to  be  a fair  set  of  seed  scallops  over 
most  of  the  area  and  also  in  Little  Bay  which  did  not  pro- 
duce scallops  this  year.

Over  1,000  permits  no  fees

Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 


The  season  of  1948  has  been,  on  the  whole,  one  of 
satisfaction  in  work  accomplished.  Our  faithful  foreman 
for  many  years,  William  G.  Haney,  was  obliged  to  retire 
in  mid-season  and  we  carried  on  with  the  two  regular  men 
who  had  been  with  us  for  some  years  and  a High  School 
boy,  — during  the  vacation  weeks.  This  arrangement  en- 
abled us  to  catch  up  in  numerous  directions  and  to  do  much 
needed  tree  work,  both  in  pruning  and  in  removal  of  dead 
trees.  The  long  drought  also  obviated  regular  mowing. 
Because  of  the  mild  Fall,  a longer  period  than  usual  was 
made  possible,  — March  29  to  December  18. 

The  curving  of  Middle  Street  at  the  entrance  to  the 
bridge,  took  some  shrubbery  transplanted  from  elsewhere 
and  meant  the  loss  of  several  valuable  trees  which  was 
much  more  serious. 

With  the  special  appropriation  of  $2000  for  a soft  ball 
diamond  at  Livesey  Park,  the  layout  was  surveyed  by  the 
town  surveyor  and  the  work  of  filling,  covering,  grading 
was  done  by  contract,  according  to  approved  methods 
which  also  included  seeding.  With  the  further  necessary 
grooming,  the  plot  should  be  in  ideal  shape  for  next  season. 
The  town  plot  adjoining  the  East  Fairhaven  school,  taken 
for  Park  purposes  (baseball)  was  also  surveyed  for  a ball 
diamond,  but  owing  to  various  contingencies  no  further 
work  was  done. 

The  infection  of  Japanese  beetles  was  slightly  less 
serious  this  year,  though  Cook  Memorial  was  sprayed 
regularly  by  an  abutter,  — in  his  own  defense. 

A lack  of  respect  for  public  property  is  still  one  of 
our  minor  or  major  ills  and  we  must  expect  some  wilful 
depredations  as  well  as  a normal  wear  and  tear  of  play- 
grounds. On  Halloween  we  did  police  Cushman  Park  and 
no  damage  was  reported  but  one  summer  night  the  wire 
on  the  backstop  at  Cushman  Park  was  so  badly  cut  that  it 
must  be  entirely  replaced  at  a cost  of  approximately  $100. 
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Playgrounds  were  maintained  five  days  a week  at 
Livesey  Park,  mornings,  and  at  Cushman,  afternoons,  for 
nine  weeks.  Arthur  A.  Kennedy,  Jr.  was  in  charge  with 
Miss  Alice  Jones  assisting.  At  Livesey  the  attendance, 
more  of  younger  children,  was  normal.  At  Cushman,  with 
fewer  girls  and  a smaller  proportion  of  younger  ones,  the 
attendance  dropped  somewhat.  Some  sewing  was  ac- 
complished at  both  playgrounds  and  Mr.  Kennedy  carried 
on  most  successfully  with  problem  boys,  both  in  soft  ball 
and  baseball.

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Report  of  the 

Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Superintendent 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

All  street  trees  throughout  the  town  have  been 
sprayed,  as  well  as  a large  number  on  private  property,  to 
safeguard  our  shade  trees.  In  various  parts  of  the  town 
I have  given  a second  spraying  to  keep  under  control  the 
later  breeding  of  beetles.  As  a result  of  this  extra  care 
given  the  elms,  the  leaves  remained  on  the  trees  much 
longer  and  in  a healthier  condition. 

During  the  spraying  season  of  1948  I have  used  D.D.T. 
with  a mixture  of  arsenate  and  we  have  had  very  good 
results.  Forty-six  large  dangerous  trees  were  taken  down 
and  also  a number  of  smaller  trees.  A large  number  of 
trees  in  various  parts  of  the  town  have  been  trimmed.  One 
hundred  and  twenty-five  trees  were  planted  this  past  year 
and  it  is  planned  to  continue  the  work  in  1949. 

For  the  care  of  trees  in  1949,  I recommend  an  appro- 
priation of  $4500. 

There  have  been  no  browntail  moths  on  the  trees  this 
year  but  there  have  been  a number  of  gypsy  moths  both  on 
street  trees  and  private  property  and  also  a large  number 
of  tent  caterpillars.  Creosote^has  been  used  in  the  treat- 
ment and  spraying  has  been  done  to  eliminate  the  tent 
caterpillars.  A large  number  of  cherry  trees  have  been 
taken  down. 

I recommend  an  appropriation  of  $300.  for  insect  pest 
extermination.

Department  Vehicles 

At  the  1948  Annual  Town  Meeting  $1,800.00  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  purchase  of  an  automobile  suitable  for 
police  work.  Due  to  a very  good  trade-in  allowance  there 
was  sufficient  funds  left  to  secure  another  automobile  from 
the  same  account. 

The  1948  police  car  was  put  into  regular  service  about 
September  25,  1948  due  to  the  1946  automobile  being  un- 
safe for  service  and  in  for  repairs  almost  daily.  From  about 
September  25,  1948  to  November  8,  1948  I used  my  car, 
because  of  the  unfit  condition  of  the  1946  police  car.  The 
savings  in  repair  bills  from  September  25,  1948  enabled  me 
to  get  some  very  much  needed  equipment  to  replace  some 
obsolete  equipment  which  had  seen  better  days. 
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The  two  cars  are  now  equipped  with  serviceable  sirens 
and  emergency  flashing  lights.  Fire  extinguishers,  safety 
units  which  up  to  now  have  not  been  used  in  police  depart- 
ment automobiles,  have  been  installed  in  both  cruisers. 

I have  asked  for  a new  automobile  for  1949  to  replace 
the  automobile  delivered  to  this  department  April  7,  1948 
and  which  I estimate  will  show  about  550,00  miles  by  town 
meeting  time. 

I am  sure  the  town  will  save  repair  bills  by  securing 
a new  car  each  year  as  at  the  end  of  one  year’s  service  a 
car  begins  to  require  steady  repairs.  Also,  a very  good 
trade-in  would  be  allowed  for  a car  used  only  one  year. 

Pay  Scale  Too  Low 

The  Fairhaven  police  pay  scale  is  the  lowest  in  effect 
anywhere,  I learn  through  my  contacts  with  the  heads  of 
other  police  departments.  This  is  a ridiculous  situation  as 
our  patrolmen  and  myself  find  higher  living  costs  here  than 
elsewhere. 

To  further  police  efficiency  I wish  that  the  morale  of 
the  men  working  under  me  might  be  raised  by  means  of 
an  improved  pay  scale.  You  will  recall  that  the  weekly 
pay  of  $42.50  requested  by  patrolmen  two  years  ago  was 
not  allowed  and  that  no  provision  was  made  in  1948  for  a 
pay  scale  change.  Other  towns  paid  patrolmen  $45  to  $53 
per  week  in  1948. 

It  would  have  cost  $3,518.70  to  have  granted  the  pay 
raise  requested  last  year;  but  the  budget  request  which 
included  that  figure  was  reduced  $4,239.32  by  the  finance 
committee. 

The  pay  rate  recommended  in  Fairhaven  for  1949  is 
lower  than  that  paid  by  most  towns  last  year. 

Traffic 

Last  year  I reported  as  follows:  “Usually  an  officer 
controls  traffic  four  times  daily  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Job  C. 
Tripp  School,  and,  whenever  possible,  similar  work  is  done 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Oxford  School  twice  daily.  To  make 
this  service  possible  investigations  are  many  times  inter- 
rupted and  ambulance  cases  rescheduled.  Sometimes  it  is 
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not  possible  to  do  this  traffic  work  at  the  schools;  but  in 
nearly  every  such  instance  the  schools  are  notified  so  that 
janitors  can  direct  traffic.”  These  statements  are  still 
correct. 

I intend  to  recommend  that  the  janitors  be  required 
to  handle  the  traffic  work  In  order  that  the  police  depart- 
ment can  take  care  of  our  routine  duties. 

There  were  slightly  fewer  accidents  in  1948  than  in 
1947.  Traffic  checkups  and  license  suspension  recom- 
mendations both  increased. 

Our  1949  budget  request  includes  an  item  of  $233.60 
for  traffic.  If  allowed  it  can  be  effectively  used. 

Increased  Business 

Last  year  I reminded  you  that  the  many  new  homes 
being  built  throughout  the  town  indicated  a further  in- 
crease in  population  and  tax  revenue.  I am  informed  that 
the  estimated  population  of  Fairhaven  has  risen  to  12,375. 
More  people  means  more  work  for  your  police  department. 

New  summer  cottages  being  built  on  Sconticut  Neck 
and  at  other  beaches  will  be  occupied  by  more  people 
needing,  in  the  summer  months,  the  same  police  and 
ambulance  services  as  permanent  residents  are  afforded. 

One  owner  of  summer  property  recently  told  us  flatly 
that  Fairhaven  town  funds  are  spent  disproportionately 
with  too  little  allotted  to  essential  services — fire  and  police 
protection. 

We  must  keep  in  mind  that  the  time  is  coming  when 
we  will  have  to  have  one  cruiser  car  cover  just  Sconticut 
Neck,  West  Island,  and  East  Fairhaven.  If  Sconticut  Neck 
and  West  Island  are  built  up  at  the  same  rate  in  1949  as 
in  1948  we  will  find  ourselves  closer  to  that  time. 

Ambulance  Work 

Surprising  as  it  is  to  us,  we  continue  to  encounter 
people  who  believe  we  have  ambulance  drivers  regularly 
assigned.  Accordingly  I record  here  that  the  cruiser  car 
is  idle  while  the  usual  ambulance  case  is  handled,  with  one 
cruiser  car  officer  driving  the  ambulance  and  the  other 
acting  as  attendant.  A patient  must  not  ride  unattended, 
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and  it  is  seldom  that  an  attendant  other  than  one  of  our 
officers  is  available.  We  employ  extra  policemen  for  out- 
of-town  runs  and  to  handle  extra  heavy  or  difficult  patients. 

Lifeboat  and  Equipment 

Frequently  I continue  to  see  the  departments  need  of 
a boat,  a trailer,  and  equipment  for  saving  lives  and  for 
recovering  persons  and  property  from  overboard.  Depart- 
ment funds  have  not  been  available  for  this  purpose,  and 
budget  requests  to  be  filed  with  the  finance  committee  for 
1949  do  not  include  the  item. 

I understand  that  the  Fairhaven  Lions  Club  is  sponsor- 
ing a project  for  this  equipment.  If  obtained,  these  facil- 
ities for  water  emergencies  will  become  available  to  this 
department. 

Bicycle  Registration 

During  1948  two  hundred  seventy-one  bicycles  were 
registered.  Thefts  seldom  occur,  which  was  not  the  case 
before  the  days  of  compulsory  registration. 

Due  to  our  being  granted  funds  for  new  plates  late  in 
the  year  and  the  state’s  shortage  of  steel  several  registrants 
have  not  received  their  plates. 

Appreciation 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  other  town  departments, 
other  police  departments,  the  press,  Radio  Station  WNBH, 
the  businessmen,  and  the  public  have  given  patrolmen  and 
I a great  deal  of  help.  It  is  my  purpose  to  say  “Thank  you.” 

My  appreciation  goes,  also,  to  Chairman  Victor  O.  B. 
Slater  of  the  Fairhaven  Committee  on  Street  and  Highway 
Safety,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  school  faculty, 
and  the  student  body,  all  of  whom  have  assisted  the  police 
department  in  promoting  safety.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1948  is  submitted  herewith. 

TEACHERS’  SALARIES 

The  greatest  asset  of  a school  department  is  a staff  of 
able  and  willing  teachers.  A principal  factor  in  keeping 
a good  staff  and  making  the  necessary  replacements  is  the 
payment  of  adequate  salaries. 

Our  classroom  salary  schedule  of  $1900  to  $2700  was 
below  that  of  most  towns  of  our  size  and  the  Committee 
has  felt  it  necessary  to  raise  it  for  1949.  In  doing  so  it  has 
made  three  categories:  (1)  teachers  without  degrees  and 
less  than  10  years  of  teaching,  (2)  teachers  with  Bachelor’s 
Degrees  or  10  years  of  teaching  and  (3)  teachers  with 
Master’s  Degrees.

The  new  schedules  were  adopted  to  become 

effective 

in  part  as  of  January  1,  1949  under  the  following  condi- 
tions: that  during  1949  no  teacher  should  receive  a total 
raise  of  more  than  $500  and  that  principals,  heads  of  de- 
partments and  others  with  special  assignments  should 
continue  to  receive  the  same  difference  which  exists  at 
present  between  their  salary  and  the  salary  of  a classroom 
teacher. 

SCONTICUT  NECK 

The  development  of  Sconticut  Neck  and  West  Island 
has  prompted  the  Committee  to  recommend  that  the  Town 
acquire  a part  of  the  Goulart  property  situated  on  the  east 
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side  of  Sconticut  Neck  Road  as  a suitable  school  site.  We 
believe  that  this  should  be  accomplished  as  soon  as 
possible  although  a school  may  not  be  needed  for  several 
years. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  250 
pupils  transported  from  Sconticut  Neck:

OXFORD  SCHOOL  ADDITION 

The  increase  in  school  enrollment  north  of  Huttleston 
Avenue,  particularly  in  the  area  north  of  the  Anthony 
School  to  the  Acushnet  line  has  caused  a crowded  condition 
at  the  Oxford  School.  Pupils  living  as  near  the  school  as 
Howland  Road  have  been  sent  to  the  Anthony  School. 

The  problem  can  be  temporarily  alleviated  by  having 
grades  one  to  six  at  the  Oxford  School  and  by  having  the 
entire  seventh  grade  moved  to  the  library  of  the  Anthony 
School.  This  will  be  done  in  September  1949. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  Meeting  authorize  or 
instruct  the  School  Committee  to  report  as  soon  as  possible 
to  a special  or  annual  Town  Meeting  with  preliminary 
plans  and  estimates  for  an  addition  to  the  Oxford  School, 
to  authorize  the  Committee  to  engage  an  architect  for  this 
purpose,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1500.00 
for  the  use  of  the  Committee. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

During  1948  the  principal  repairs  and  improvements 
were  as  follows: 

Anthony  School,  completely  redecorated  interior  and  the 
playground  extension  cleared. 

East  Fairhaven,  completely  redecorated  interior  and  roof 
repair. 

Rogers  School,  interior  redecoration  program  begun. 
Washington  Street  School,  exterior  painted. 

High  School,  extensive  roof  repairs,  tennis  courts  surfaced, 
work  on  Athletic  Field,  and  emergency  lighting  in- 
stalled in  new  auditorium  and  gym. 

Tripp  School,  complete  new  roof. 

Oxford  School,  playground  surfaced. 
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There  is  so  much  maintenance  work  to  be  done  that  we 
have  engaged  two  men  for  such  work.  One  is  a painter  and 
the  other  is  skilled  as  a carpenter,  painter,  mason  and 
mechanic. 

We  are  including  all  maintenance  work  for  1949  in 
the  regular  budget  and  will,  therefore,  not  ask  for  a special 
repair  appropriation.  The  plan  that  is  being  carried  out  now 
should  be  continued  to  keep  the  school  property  in  good 
condition. 


SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

The  School  Committee  meets  regularly  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  the  month  at  7 :30  P.M.  in  the  Town  Hall. 
During  the  past  year  16  regular  and  special  meetings  were 
held. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Committee  to  hold  open  meet- 
ings, but  the  public  is  invited  to  present  problems  at  any 
meeting.  Appointments  for  such  a purpose  can  be  made 
by  calling  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  who  is  also  Secre- 
tary of  the  School  Committee.

Teacher  changes  during  the  year  have  included  about 
one-fifth  of  the  entire  teaching  staff.  Perhaps  half  of  them 
could  not  have  been  avoided,  but  the  turnover  for  several 
years  has  been  very  high. 

In  establishing  salary  schedules  any  Committee  must 
be  influenced  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  and  by 
what  is  being  paid  in  comparable  localities.  In  general, 
teachers’  salaries  should  be  high  enough  to  induce  our  best 
qualified  young  people  to  go  into  the  teaching  profession 
and  such  people  must  be  able  to  anticipate  more  than  a 
minimum  living  wage. 
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SCHOOL  ORGANIZATION 

In  planning  for  the  future  organization  of  schools  in 
Fairhaven  I suggest  the  advisability  of  dividing  the  town 
into  four  elementary  school  areas  as  follows: 

1.  North  of  Huttleston  Avenue 

2.  South  of  Huttleston  Avenue 

3.  East  Fairhaven 

4.  Sconticut  Neck 

The  Anthony  and  Oxford  Schools,  together  with  an 
addition  to  the  Oxford  School,  should  take  care  of  all  pupils 
in  the  first  area  so  that  no  pupil  in  grades  1-7  would  have 
to  cross  the  main  traffic  route  through  the  town. 

The  second  area  can  probably  be  accommodated  for 
some  time  by  the  Tripp  and  Rogers  Schools,  continuing  the 
use  of  the  Rogers  Portable  and  the  opening  of  the  Washing- 
ton Street  School  which  has  been  closed  since  1940. 

Areas  3 and  4 are  being  cared  for  by  sending  the  first 
five  grades  to  East  Fairhaven  and  by  sending  the  sixth  and 
seventh  to  the  Rogers.  A few  exceptions  have  been  made 
because  of  crowded  conditions.  At  some  time  in  the  near 
future  we  should  add  several  rooms  at  the  East  Fairhaven 
School  or  erect  a new  school  on  Sconticut  Neck. 

A more  detailed  study  should  be  made  to  determine 
the  best  solution  of  the  building  problem  in  areas  3 and  4 
as  indicated  above.  A survey  by  a school  specialist  might 
well  be  considered  before  the  problem  of  enrollment  be- 
comes critical  in  grades  7 to  12. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  LUNCH  ROOM 

The  Lunch  Room  has  continued  to  do  a large  volume 
of  business  and  provide  wholesome  lunches  for  a large 
proportion  of  pupils  in  the  eighth  grade  and  High  School. 
Reimbursements  from  Federal  Funds  since  September 
have  been  at  the  rate  of  9 cents  for  lunches  with  milk, 
7 cents  for  lunches  without  milk,  and  1%  cents  for  milk 
alone. 

A new  steel  counter  has  been  installed  which  adds  a 
great  deal  to  the  appearance  and  efficiency  of  the  lunch 
room.  Federal  Funds  reimbursed  us  to  the  extent  of 
$1,400.00,  approximately  one-half  of  the  cost. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  lunch  room  business 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948:

In  addition  to  the  cash  transactions  which  are  indicated 
in  the  summary,  there  are  two  other  items  which  con- 
tributed to  the  financial  success  of  this  enterprise, 
(1)  Receipt  of  government  food  valued  at  about  $1,500 
and  (2)  Heat,  light,  janitor  service,  and  a part  of  Miss 
Jameson’s  salary,  all  of  which  is  paid  by  the  Town  and 
estimated  conservatively  at  $3,080. 


REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  new  policy  of  the  School  Committee  in  engaging 
two  skilled  and  responsible  men  for  full-time  maintenance 
work  has  proved  itself  as  very  much  worth  while.  There 
is  no  lack  of  projects  to  be  accomplished  and  a continuance 
of  this  plan  would  be  the  best  and  most  economical  way 
to  keep  up  school  property. 

A large  number  of  repairs  have  been  done  during  the 
year  as  indicated  in  the  School  Committee  report.  In  ad- 
dition, there  have  been  the  usual  many  small  items  which 
have  required  attention. 

Special  items  that  should  be  considered  as  soon  as 
possible  are  as  follows: 

1.  Replacement  of  window  shades. 

2.  Refinishing  floors  in  elementary  schools. 

3.  Renovation  of  toilets  in  Tripp  and  Oxford. 

4.  Redecorating  interior  of  Tripp  and  Oxford. 

5.  Improvement  in  classroom  lighting. 
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6.  Replacement  of  bleachers  at  High  School. 

7.  Repair  or  replacement  of  stadium  wall. 

8.  Completion  of  repairs  to  High  School  roof. 

9.  Pointing  masonry  at  High  School. 

10.  Improvement  of  playgrounds. 

11.  Arrangement  for  hot  water  in  elementary  schools. 

12.  Installation  of  more  electric  outlets. 

13.  Improvement  in  High  School  foods  laboratory. 

14.  Repair  or  replacement  of  rubber  tile  at  High 

School

Indications  are,  however,  that  the  enrollment  next  year 
will  return  to  660  or  more. 

Even  with  our  present  enrollment  there  are  six 
teachers  carrying  especially  heavy  teaching  loads  and  with 
additional  pupils  expected  next  year  another  teacher  should 
be  provided  in  September. 

GRADUATION  1948 

The  96th  annual  commencement  was  held  last  June 
with  Dr.  James  Gordon  Gilkey  of  Springfield  as  the 
principal  speaker.  Outstanding  achievement  was  recog- 
nized by  the  following  awards:

Parts  in  the  program  were  taken  by  Patricia  B.  Litz, 
Anne  V.  Pattee,  and  Patricia  A.  Moffett  who  graduated 
with  highest  honors. 

As  a gift,  the  Class  of  1948  presented  to  the  School 
a public  address  system  for  the  auditorium.  One  hundred 
twenty-one  diplomas  were  awarded  and  thirty  members  of 
the  class  planned  to  continue  their  education  in  some  school 
or  college.  Last  fall  21  of  these  actually  entered  degree- 
granting colleges  and  others  went  to  schools  offering  train- 
ing they  desired. 

Three  of  those  who  received  diplomas  were  veterans 
of  World  War  II  who  had  returned  to  finish  their  high 
school  course.  There  are  still  five  veterans  enrolled.  The 
educational  guidance  and  instruction  which  the  high  school 
was  able  to  give  those  who  sought  it  after  their  discharge 
was  greatly  appreciated. 

GRADUATES  IN  COLLEGE 

A study  of  the  graduating  classes  from  1944  to  and 
including  1948  reveals  that  during  these  five  years  513 
diplomas  were  granted.  Of  these  graduates  219  took  the 
college  preparatory  course  and  of  these  102  entered  40 
degree  granting  colleges  as  follows:  Amherst  1,  Antioch  1, 
Bates  1,  Boston  University  9,  Brown  5,  Carnegie  Tech.  1, 
Colby  1,  Connecticut  1,  Dartmouth  1,  Harvard  2,  Holy

Sage  1,  Simmons  1,  Smith  1,  Stonehill  1,  State  Teachers 
Colleges  21,  Textile  Institute  5,  Trinity  1,  Tufts  4,  U.  of 
Iowa  1,  U.  of  Maine  1,  U.  of  Massachusetts  9,  U.  of  New 
Hampshire  3,  U.  of  Vermont  2,  Wheaton  1,  Williams  2, 
Yale  1. 
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Thirty-five  other  young  people  from  these  classes  en- 
tered junior  colleges,  nursing  schools,  business  schools,  and 
other  specialized  institutions  to  continue  their  education. 

SCHOOL  RATING 

Fairhaven  High  School  has  had  an  A rating  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  each  year  for 
many  years.  Besides  this,  the  school  is  a member  of  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  a large  and  highly  regarded  organization  that 
examines  with  care  the  qualifications  of  institutions  that 
apply  for  membership. 

Good  reports  of  our  school  reach  us  from  the  colleges 
and  from  our  graduates  now  in  college.  In  the  fall  of  1948 
the  Principal  received  a letter  from  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  regarding  their  policy  to  waive  the 
usual  entrance  tests  for  applicants  in  the  upper  fifth  of  the 
graduating  class  and  recommended  by  school  whose  grad- 
uates have  established  good  records.  The  letter  stated  that 
the  Committee  on  Admissions  had  made  a considerable 
reduction  in  the  list  of  schools  having  this  exceptional 
privilege  but  that  Fairhaven  High  School  had  been  retained 
on  the  list  for  another  five  year  period. 

Graduates  now  in  college  report  that  they  found  their 
preparation  adequate  and  frequently  state  that  in  mathe- 
matics and  English  they  found  themselves  better  prepared 
than  classmates  from  some  other  communities. 

ATHLETICS 

The  1948  basketball  team  made  a good  record  of  10 
wins  and  8 losses  under  the  excellent  coaching  of  Mr.  Entin. 
One  of  these  victories  was  over  New  Bedford. 

The  baseball  team  benefited  from  Mr.  Clement’s  skill- 
ful coaching  and  had  a successful  season  last  spring  winning 
10  games  and  losing  only  3.  For  the  second  successive 
year  the  team  was  victorious  over  New  Bedford. 

The  football  team  coached  by  Mr.  Entin  assisted  by 
Mr.  Clement  played  well,  showed  team  work  and  displayed 
plenty  of  spirit.  They  won  5 games  and  lost  3. 
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During  the  war,  schools  generally  had  to  drop  track 
because  of  travel  restriction,  absence  of  coaches,  and  fewer 
available  athletes.  We  have  had  no  track  work  since  1942. 
Many  schools  have  begun  track  competition  again.  If  it 
is  to  be  revived,  it  will  be  necessary  to  recondition  the 
cinder  track,  prepare  the  areas  for  field  events,  purchase 
equipment,  and  assign  a man  to  coach  the  team. 


Our  field  gets  hard  use  throughout  the  school  year  and 
the  grass  has  never  recovered  from  the  injury  it  received 
in  1938  when  salt  water  covered  the  area.  The  field  is 
used  for  football  practice  as  well  as  for  games,  for  softball 
and  hockey  as  played  by  gym  classes,  by  adult  teams  for 
occasional  Sunday  games,  and  by  various  unauthorized 
groups  who  see  no  harm  in  gathering  there.  Work  was 
started  after  the  1948  football  season  to  prepare  a good 
grass  cover  for  next  fall. 


Well-equipped  schools  have  a field  for  practice  and 
another  field  for  playing  games.  Our  field  could  be  kept 
in  better  condition  if  there  was  another  field  in  town  suit- 
able for  high  school  games,  games  by  adult  teams,  and  other 
outdoor  community  events.  Until  such  a place  is  provided, 
our  field  will  feel  the  tread  of  many  feet  and  if  track  is 
resumed,  there  will  be  additional  use  for  the  area.  Our 
bleachers  on  the  east  side  have  been  patched  to  the  limit. 
We  should  replace  them  with  the  best  wooden  stands  from 
the  west  side  and  buy  steel  sections  like  those  already  in 
use  to  provide  steel  bleachers  all  along  the  west  side. 


Our  tennis  courts  have  been  resurfaced  and  can  be 
used  by  gym  classes  and  by  those  who  want  to  play  after 
school  hours.  Lines  should  be  painted  and  nets  provided 
so  that  games  may  be  played  this  spring. 


The  physical  education  program  for  girls  has  been  in 
the  capable  hands  of  Mrs.  Sullivan.  Gym  classes  provide 
marching,  dancing,  other  exercises  and  organized  games. 
A few  games  of  field  hockey  and  basketball  are  played 
with  schools  nearby.  In  these  our  girls  have  been  very 
successful. 
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MUSIC  PROGRAM 


Our  pupils  have  opportunities  in  music  that  are  re- 
markable for  a school  of  our  size.  On  the  instrumental 
side  we  have  a junior  and  a senior  orchestra  as  well  as 
a junior  and  a senior  band.  On  the  vocal  side  we  have  a 
large  freshman-sophomore  chorus  and  for  upper  classmen 
a boys’  and  girls’  glee  club  and  a large  vocal  ensemble.  In 
these  vocal  and  instrumental  groups  there  are  capable 
soloists  and  various  musical  groups  such  as  trios,  quartets, 
and  ensembles.  The  vocal  work  has  been  strengthened  in 
recent  years  and  the  singers  now  accompany  the  instru- 
mentalists to  the  music  festivals. 


GUIDANCE  PROGRAM 


High  schools  are  urged  to  provide  increased  facilities 
for  guidance  in  educational  and  vocational  problems.  More 
and  more  schools  are  providing  a full-time  guidance 
director  who  is  trained  in  testing,  counseling,  and  job 
placement.  In  our  school  the  Principal,  Mr.  Wood,  and 
Miss  Cromie  spend  considerable  time  in  guidance,  interview- 
ing pupils  who  are  having  difficulty  with  school  work  and 
advising  parents  and  pupils  about  opportunities  available 
after  high  school  days  are  over.  We  have  a helpful  testing 
program  in  grade  8 and  each  year  about  sixty  juniors  and 
seniors  take  the  Vocational  Inventory  battery  of  tests  made 
available  by  Boston  University.  The  Key  Club  has  helped 
the  school  to  run  Career  Days  in  1947  and  1948  and  plans 
to  do  so  again  next  spring.  On  these  days,  men  and  women 
representing  many  occupations  visit  the  school,  talk  with 
pupils  interested,  and  answer  questions.  This  has  proved  a 
great  benefit  to  get  it  directly  from  workers  successfully  en- 
gaged in  the  vocation  they  describe. 
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PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Our  attractive  buildings  and  grounds  require  constant 
attention  to  keep  them  in  good  repair.  Extensive  roof 
repairs  have  stopped  many  troublesome  leaks  and  have 
paved  the  way  for  some  needed  interior  painting.  Many 
window  shades  are  old  and  torn  and  should  _be  replaced. 
Special  black  curtains  are  needed  in  the  physics  laboratory 
so  that  experiments  with  light  may  be  conducted.  The 
north  rooms  of  the  addition  were  never  equipped  with 
shades  as  the  sun  does  not  reach  them.  Two  or  three  oi 
these  rooms  should  have  shades  for  use  when  pictures  are 
thrown  on  a screen.  The  rubber  tile  in  the  cafeteria  and 
foods  laboratory  is  breaking  at  many  points  and  needs  to 
be  repaired.  New  stoves  and  a refrigerator  for  the  foods 
laboratory  are  on  order  and  will  greatly  improve  the  teach- 
ing equipment  in  this  department  by  replacing  equipment 
installed  in  1906.  Some  new  tables  and  chairs  are  needed 
in  the  cafeteria  and  a room  should  be  fitted  up  as  a teachers' 
dining  room. 


COOPERATION 

It  is  increasingly  evident  that  large  undertakings  can 
be  carried  on  successfully  only  when  there  is  good  will  and 
cooperation  among  those  concerned.  The  education  of  the 
young  people  in  any  community  is  no  mean  undertaking 
and  its  success  depends  upon  the  cooperation  of  many  in- 
dividuals and  groups.  Pupils,  teachers,  parents,  School 
Committee,  organization,  and  citizens  of  the  town — all 
these  have  something  to  contribute  to  the  success  of  edu- 
cation in  the  community.  We  are  happy  that  here  there 
is  evidence  of  a spirit  of  mutual  consideration  and  respect. 

This  report  must  not  close  without  a special  word  of 
appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Commtitee.  They  have  worked 
diligently  for  long  hours  in  the  interests  of  our  schools  anH 
we  at  the  High  School  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
them  for. their  assistance.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 


I present  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  as  School 
Nurse. 

The  object  of  health  education  in  schools  is  to  teach 
the  children  to  think  and  do  the  things  necessary  for  good 
health  and  to  form  good  health  habits.  The  general  health 
of  the  school  child  has  improved  this  year  over  previous 
years  in  spite  of  the  continued  high  cost  of  living. 

The  nurse  by  regular  checks  with  teachers,  doctor, 
dentist,  and  parents  endeavors  to  protect  the  health  of  the 
children.  Schools  are  visited  at  least  once  a week  and  more 
if  necessary. 

Clinics  are  held  during  the  year  to  discover  defects 
of  eyes  and  ears.  Diphtheria  immunization  was  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health.  All  children 
in  grades  one  to  seven  are  weighed  three  times  during  the 
school  year. 

The  State  Department  of  Mental  Health  has  discon- 
tinued the  Mental  Clinic  for  retarded  children.  This  is  a 
serious  matter,  as  each  year  we  have  children  that  should 
be  examined  by  this  clinic. 

The  nurse  assists  regularly  in  the  milk  program. 
Pupils  may  purchase  a one-half  pint  bottle  at  four  and  one- 
quarter  cents.  The  Federal  Foods  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration reimburses  us  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  cents 
per  bottle  and  the  Mothers’  Club  Tag  Day  makes  possible 
the  free  milk  for  needy  pupils. 

In  November  there  was  an  epidemic  of  chicken  pox 
with  over  seventy-five  cases  reported.  Two  first  grade 
school  children  were  hit  by  automobiles  on  their  way  home 
from  school,  which  makes  us  realize  that  we  must  teach 
children  safety  at  home  and  at  school.

In  September  some  new 
equipment  was  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Health  to 
replace  equipment  which  had  been  in  the  clinic  since  it 
was  first  opened.

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SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Children  may  enter  the  first  grade  if  they  are  five 
years  and  six  months  of  age  on  or  before  September  1 of 
the  current  school  year.  Consequently  children  will  be 
admitted  to  the  first  grade  in  September  1949  if  born  on 
or  before  March  1,  1944.  Certificates  of  birth  and  vacci- 
nation are  required  at  the  time  of  entrance. 

COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

Ail  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of 
seven  and  sixteen.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by 
written  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
children  who  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have 
completed  the  sixth  grade. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS 

Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “School  Cards”, 
are  required  for  all  persons  under  twenty-one  who  are 
employed  in  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mercantile,  and 
certain  other  work.  These  may  be  obtained  at  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  minor  must  appear 
in  person  and  present  a birth  certificate  or  other  suitable 
evidence  of  age.

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Changes  Are  A Part  Of  Progress 

Since  the  coming  of  the  atom  bomb,  the  wheels  of 
progress  have  been  turning  rapidly.  We  have  been  rolled 
along  into  an  era  of  great  changes,  an  era  of  both  insecurity 
and  opportunity,  of  fear  and  courage,  of  hope  for  a better 
world  and  a challenge  probably  not  surpassed  in  the  history 
of  civilization. 

The  modern  library,  with  a never-greater  opportunity, 
has  been  caught  in  this  maelstrom  of  events.  With  united 
effort,  it  can  become  one  of  the  greatest  forces  for 
enlightenment  in  any  community.  The  public  library  is 
no  longer  the  “holy  place  of  books”  where  a hushed 
atmosphere  echoes  SILENCE  from  its  very  walls.  It  is  a 
pulsing  institution,  responding  to  the  needs  of  businessmen, 
of  housewives  and  children,  of  nurses  and  social  workers, 
of  churches  and  schools.  It’s  alive  ! Vibrant ! Growing  ! 
This  is  a far  cry  from  olden  days  when  books  were  passed 
out  from  behind  barred  windows,  as  they  were  in  some 
institutions, — when  children  were  allowed  only  when  ac- 
companied by  adults,  or,  if  permitted,  were  constantly 
“shushed,”  and  held  rigidly  in  check  by  attendants  to 
whom  the  preservation  of  the  printed  page  was  of  more 
importance  than  the  imparting  of  knowledge  to  the  rank 
and  file.  Gone,  and  as  much  a relic  of  ancient  days  as  is 
the  horse  and  buggy,  is  the  traditional  librarian  of  yester- 
year, who  looked  down  over  her  (or  maybe  his)  spectacles, 
and  spent  spare  time  with  knitting  or  naps.  True  as  all 
these  facts  of  a past  era  are,  another  fact,  applicable  to 
the  present  day,  remains.  The  average  library  borrower 
and  citizen  has  no  conception  of  what  actually  goes  on 
behind  library  walls, — or,  HOW  the  library  dollar,  which 
is  more  frequently  than  not  the  taxpayer’s  dollar,  is  spent. 
The  story  might  begin  with: 


Once  Upon  A Time 

When  eggs  were  from  35c  to  60c  a dozen,  v/hen  butter 
was  high  at  45c  and  bacon  was  35c  a pound,  the  American 
Library  Association  recommended  $1.00  per  capita  as  a 
good  amount  for  a town  to  appropriate  for  adequate 
library  support.  And  it  was,  then.  However,  factors 
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which  caused  everyone’s  pocketbook  to  shrink  also  caused 
library  incomes  to  shrink,  and  the  standard,  reset  as  it  had 
to  be  after  the  advent  of  the  Second  World  War,  became 
$1.00  per  capita  for  minimum  or  limited  service,  and  later, 
because  of  the  need,  was  increased  to  $1.50,  with  $2.25 
recommended  for  reasonably  good  and  $3.00  per  capita 
for  superior  service.  With  budget  figures  in  1948  a little 
better  than  the  old  minimum  standard,  the  Millicent 
Library  found  its  income  “non-stretchable”  to  present  day 
costs. 


RfSEMD  BOOK  CaSTS 


1948  dollars  bought  fewer  books,  or,  we  might  say  more  accurately,  we 
spent  more  dollars  to  buy  an  average  number  of  books. 

The  proportion  was  : 25.84%  adult,  10.6%  juvenile  fiction,  53.56%  adult, 
9%  juvenile  non-fiction,  with  1%  for  postage  charge. 

The  Millicent  Library  collection  now  numbers  43,626, 
of  which  1,392  were  added  in  1948. 


Books  are  vital!  They  are  the  Library’s  life  blood. 
Without  them 

Civilization  could  not  advance 
Schools  could  not  exist 
Libraries  could  not  serve 
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In  the  early  part  of  the  century,  Fairhaven  was 
favored  beyond  most  small  towns  in  its  library  facilities. 
Supported  in  no  way  by  the  town,  it  had  been  a magnifi- 
cent gift,  not  only  in  its  structure,  but  in  its  resources,  which 
were  then,  and  for  many  years,  adequate  enough  to  permit 
the  library  to  give  superior  service.  It  enjoyed  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  one  of  the  outstanding  small  libraries  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Maintaining  such  a reputation  means 
“keeping  up  with  the  times.”  For  over  five  years,  the 
Millicent  Library  has  felt  keenly  the  pinch  of  shrinking 
income,  due  to  increasing  costs,  and  while  struggling  to 
maintain  its  long  time  high  standard,  was  regretfully 
forced  to  curtail  some  of  its  services  and  hours.  The 
Trustees  made  repeated  attempts  to  improve  the  financial 
dilemma  in  which  we  found  ourselves.  It  has  not  been 
easy.  Finally,  in  the  latter  part  of  1948,  a crisis  brought 
the  library  up  against  the  proverbial  “stonewall.”  We  had 
only  one  card  left — (we  had  played  all  the  others).  This 
was  to  send  out  an  SOS  to  find  out  if  the  Town  of  Fair- 
haven  would  help  to  keep  us  from  sinking,  and  how  it  felt 
about  the  library  which  in  its  56  years  of  existence  had 
never  before  been  forced  to  ask  the  town  for  financial  aid. 
The  librarian  dug  out  facts  and  figures,  and  made  com- 
parisons with  other  libraries.  The  Trustees  arranged 
sessions  with  town  officials  who  were  cooperative  and 
responsive. 


It  Was  Gratifying 

to  find  town  support  at  the  special  Town  Meeting  called 
in  mid  December,  when  Town  Meeting  Members  voted 
unanimously  the  request  for  $4000.  to  help  the  library  meet 
its  1948  bills.  It  was  evidence  of  Town  appreciation  for 
services  rendered  by  the  Millicent  Library  since  1893, — it 
was  an  indication  of  loyalty  to  the  memory  of  its  donor. 
Even  more  important  than  these  is  the  fact  that  by  this 
action  the  townspeople  indicated  that  they  are  willing 
to  support  their  library,  and  are  backing  it  100%.  The  vote 
has  made  1948  an  outstanding  year  in  the  library’s  history. 
It  marks  a “new  look”  toward  the  future  instead  of  the 
drawing  of  the  curtain  on  some  of  our  important  services. 
Our  service  can  be,  and  will  be,  in  proportion  to  our 
resources.  As  the  Town  has  already  shown  such  a fine 
spirit  in  rallying  to  the  library  need,  so  we  hopefully  count 
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on  its  support  in  the  future.  With  a continuance  of  this 
same,  splendid  cooperation,  the  library  will  be  the  kind  of 
institution  of  which  the  townspeople  may  be  proud,  and 
will  be  better  able  to  keep  abreast  with  new  developments 
in  a fast-changing  world.

Believe  It  Or  Not ! 

SAVINGS  OF  $133,533.  TO  MILLICENT  LIBRARY 
BORROWERS  IN  1948 

It's  true,  startling  as  it  may  sound!  It  would  have  cost 
approximately  $133,533.  for  our  2,799  library  borrowers 
to  have  purchased  from  newstands  and  bookstores  the 
average  of  22  magazines  and  books  each  borrowed  during 
1948.  This  saving  is  based  on  an  average  cost  of  20c  for 
magazines,  $1.50  for  juvenile  books,  $2.50  for  adult  fiction, 
$3.00  for  adult  non-fiction.  Actually,  the  better  non-fiction 
now  costs  more  nearly  $5.  The  purchase  cost  of  material 
borrowed  is  an  item  the  average  family  budget  probably 
wouldn't  have  permitted. 

There  is  no  CAPITAL  GAINS  program  for  the  library. 
Gains  accrue  to  the  borrowers  who  are  its  stockholders. 
To  this  end,  a new  rule  effective  in  July,  gave  adults  the 
privilege  of  taking  home  an  unlimited  number  of  fiction  as 
well  as  non-fiction.  Borrowers  gain  in  enjoyment  received 
from  good  books,  in  increased  knowledge,  and  in  plain 
dollars  and  cents — yet  we  might  say,  because  of  good  sense 
in  making  available  to  themselves  the  many  and  entirely 
free  privileges  of  the  library.  These  include  not  only  book 
borrowing,  but  the  free  use  of  maps,  pamphlets,  pictures 
and  stereographs, — of  directories,  of  dictionaries,  of  en- 
cyclopedias,— of  all  reference  service  and  participation  in 
the  many  activities  which  the  library  projects. 
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In  1948,  borrowers  borrowed  62,650  books,  being  2,893,  or  4.84% 
more  than  in  1947.  With  a 2.17%  increase  in  non-fiction  borrowing 
this  is  a healthy  sign  and  shows,  too,  a trend  for  people  to  again 
seek  the  library  after  the  many  demands  of  the  war  years. 

Of  our  borrowers,  181,  or  6.46%  were  from  the  Oxford  section;  228, 
or  8.14%  were  non-resident.  In  1948  alone,  56.8%  or  543  were 
registered  as  new  borrowers,  or  those  not  having  had  a card  for 
over  three  years. 


We  would  like  to  persuade  every  townsperson  who  is 
not  a borrower  to  read  for  one  week — just  to  prove  that 
there’s  real  fun  and  adventure  in  reading.  We’re  sure 
that  the  23.18%  of  population  served  know  a good  thing 
when  they  discover  it.  We  wish  we  could  persuade  the 
other  76.82%  that  they  don’t  know  what  they  are  missing. 
In  spite  of  repeated  efforts  to  publicize  what  the  library 
offers,  perhaps  our  biggest  problem  is  to  attract  borrowers 
and  more  borrowers.  The  old  saying  is  true  that  “A  man 
may  well  bring  a horse  to  the  water,  but  he  cannot  make 
him  drink  without  he  will.”  So,  in  free  America,  we  can- 
not force  people  to  read.  We  can  only  display  and 
maintain  a collection  of  attractive,  up-to-date  and  worth- 
while books.  Perhaps  the  comic  books,  the  radio,  television, 
and  the  movies  are  our  rivals,  taking  time  that  people  once 
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spent  in  good  reading.  We’re  not  the  only  town  with  this 
problem.  It’s  so  common  that  it  might  be  called  universal. 
To  open  to  youth  the  joys  of  reading  may  help  to  initiate 
a life  long  reading  habit,  which  may  bear  fruit  years  hence. 
Our  program  includes  such  efforts,  especially  in  the 
summer  reading  plan,  and  at  the  Story  Hours  where  the 
children  are 

Packed  In  Like  Sardines 

The  Story  Hours,  constantly  increasing  in  popularity, 
broke  the  record  in  1948.  An  urgent  request  came  from 
the  fast  growing  Sconticut  Neck  area  to  provide  this 
privilege  to  the  children  of  that  section.  We  went  into  a 
huddle  to  see  how  it  could  be  worked  out.  The  librarian 
talked  to  the  Sconticut  Neck  Improvement  Association  on 
June  2nd  about  our  problems,  involving  the  financial  situ- 
ation and  already  overcrowded  Story  Hour  groups.  As  a 
solution,  we  proposed  conducting  a second  period,  immedi- 
ately following  the  first.  Perhaps  we  were  imposing  upon 
our  outside  story  tellers,  Mrs.  Harold  B.  Dutton,  Mrs. 
Harold  E.  Kerwin,  Miss  Beatrice  Mosgrove,  Mrs.  J.  Milton 
Rex,  who  covered  half  of  the  Story  Hour  sessions,  but  they 
were  all  wonderful  about  it. 

We  made  an  arrangement  whereby  the  Sconticut 
Neck  Association  and  the  library  shared  the  transportation 
expense  of  the  school  bus  to  bring  the  children  to  the 
library.  The  plan  was  successful.  525  children  came  from 
the  Sconticut  Neck  and  East  Fairhaven  sections.  From  the 
north  end  came  the  usual,  enthusiastic  youngsters,  total- 
ling 486.  The  other  668  of  the  grand  total  of  1,680  came 
from  the  center.  The  average  was  106  at  the  9:15  A.M. 
Story  Hour,  and  62  at  the  second  session  at  10:30,  for  the 
ten  weeks  they  were  held  during  the  summer.  At  a rainy 
day  Book  Week  Story  Hour,  the  average  was  maintained. 

Do  children  like  stories?  These  statistics  answer  the 
question.  But  the  library  has  a bigger  question.  IF  these 
Story  Hours  become  any  more  popular,  where  can  we  put  more 
youngsters f They  are  already  packed  in  like  sardines! 
Because  the  space  was  more  adaptable,  we  used  the 
Trustees  Room  in  1948,  and  sometimes,  but  not  often 
fortunately,  almost  200  children  were  sitting  on  window 
sills,  on  the  few  chairs  and  over  all  available  floor  space. 
The  library  basement  could  be  reconditioned  and  be  made 
mighty  attractive,  if  funds  permitted. 
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The  Story  Hours  serve,  too,  to  introduce  the  Summer 
Reading  Club  program  to  young  people.  In  1948,  54  so- 
called  BOOKMOBILERS  were  registered  and  read  511 
books.  Representing  all  grades  from  the  second  to  the 
eighth,  15  members  read  from  1 to  4 books  each,  22  read 
from  5 to  9,  9 read  from  10  to  19,  8 read  from  20  to  60. 

What  Do  Librarians  Do  All  Day  Long  ? 

It  is  probably  just  as  well  that  librarians  have  no 
statistics  on  how  common  the  idea  is  that  all  a library  staff 
has  to  do  is  to  hand  out  books  and  read,  and,  that  the  work 
is  nice,  easy,  and  clean!  To  such  suggestions,  librarians 
may  well  shrug  their  shoulders  and  say  “How  little  they 
know!”  Frequently  young  candidates  for  work  state 
frankly  their  qualifications  for  work  thus:  “I  love  to  read,” 
or,  ‘T  like  books.”  Unfortunately,  a librarian  must  hire  a 
worker,  not  a “bookworm,”  important  as  it  is  to  have  a 
love  of  books  as  an  asset. 
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Here's  The  Key  To 

WHAT  GOES  ON  BEHIND  LIBRARY  WALLS  and 
WHAT  GOES  ON  WHERE  ! 

(The  Numbers  refer  to  locations  on  the  floor  plan 
on  pages  184  - 185) 

1.  OFFICE:  — Where  administrative  and  clerical  duties 
never  end,  and  include: 

Accessioning  and  ordering  of  Library  of  Congress 
cards  for  new  books — 

Annual  report  preparation,  a task  in  which  we  take 
pride.  (We  hope  you  read  it!)  For  the  past  two 
years,  our  report  has  been  accorded  the  highest 
place  for  library  reports  submitted  with  Town 
Reports  from  towns  of  over  5000  population,  as 
evaluated  by  the  Department  of  Economics  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts. 

Billing  — Book  Ordering  — Book  review  checking 
— Book  selection. 

Correspondence,  concerning: — Books  and  supplies — 
Interlibrary  Loan,  a courtesy  service  between 
libraries  whereby  books  not  owned  by  a library 
may  sometimes  be  borrowed  for  a patron — 
Reference  and  genealogical  inquiries  — and, 
Miscellaneous. 

Filing  of — correspondence — old  bills — order  cards 
and  publishers’  catalogs. 

Gift  records  of  all  kinds — books — magazines — 
photographs — clippings — sheet  music — and  vari- 
ous articles. 

Interviews  with — applicants — salespeople — staff — 
trustees — and  others. 

Mail  sorting,  of  which  thousands  of  pieces  are  re- 
ceived every  year — Occasional  poster  making — 
Planning  of  publicity  and  special  events  projects. 

Preparation  and  teaching  of  library  lessons  for 
seventh  graders,  an  annual  course  given  by  the 
librarian  each  spring. 
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Preparation  of — books  for  bindery — schedules. 

Statistical  records — Stencil  making  for  mimeo- 
graphing. 

Supervisory  tasks — varying  from  time  to  time,  for 
many  processes  but  including  always  a final  check 
on  new  books  added  and  usually  on  the  catalog 
cards. 

Talks  on  books  or  travel  subjects  to  which  requests 
from  local  clubs  the  librarian  has  responded 
several  times  during  the  year, — and  visiting  class- 
rooms usually  twice  a year,  telling  stories  from 
new  books  to  the  youngsters,  and  announcing- 
special  library  activities. 

Unscheduled  events  arising  sometimes  suddenly: 
such  as — 

An  occasion  on  November  1st  when  several  lib- 
rarians from  Bristol  County  were  asked  to  co- 
operate at  the  Southeastern  Regional  Meeting  of 
the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs 
in  Fall  River,  by  exhibiting  religious  books.  The 
part  shared  by  us  was  the  featuring  of  especially 
prepared  posters  for  the  occasion,  which  drew 
attention  to  the  books,  loaned  from  the  book 
stock  of  the  various  libraries  represented. 

On  another  occasion,  it  was  fitting  that  this  library 
should  entertain  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club 
at  its  Twenty-Fifth  Anniversary  meeting  in  June 
— a club,  incidentally,  which  Mr.  Galen  Hill,  a 
librarian  here  for  15  years,  helped  to  organize. 

2.  CIRCULATION  DESK: — Where  the  borrowers  meet 
the  staff. 

Book  of  the  week  records  (88  books  were  especially 
featured  and  requested  106  times  in  1948). 

Care  of  current  pamphlets  of  temporary  value. 

Charging  and  discharging  of  books — Recording  of 
circulation. 

Checking  in  of  new  magazines. 

Recording  of  (in  1948) — 89  lost  cards — 917  books 
returned  without  cards — unpaid  fines — petty  cash. 
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Reference  questions  answered.  (When  teachers 
make  special  assignments  and  students  descend 
upon  us  with  a research  problem,  we  turn  the 
library  upside-down  to  find  the  answer,  or  the 
materials  in  which  the  answers  may  be  found. 
We  especially  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  those 
teachers  who  send  us  advance  warning.  Some  of 
them  don’t!) — Aid  is  given  in  the  use  of  the 
catalog,  too. 

Summer  Reading  Club  duties  which  involved — 
Listening  to  511  oral  reviews  from  its  juvenile 
members — Keeping  records  of  results. 

Supervision  of  Children’s  Room,  and  aiding  children 
and  young  people. 

Writing  of  3,650  overdues, — Writing  or  phoning 
940  notices  of  books  held  on  reserve. 

3.  CATALOG: — -The  key  to  the  library’s  bookstock. 

Here, — Books  are  checked  to  avoid  duplication, — 
Cards  for  new  books  are  filed, or — Are  withdrawn 
when  books  are  discarded  or  card  revision  is 
necessary.  Accuracy  is  essential  in  such  work. 
For  example : A misfiled  card,  not  being  found  in 
its  proper  alphabetical  location,  will  prevent  a 
borrower  from  determining  whether  the  library 
has  a particular  book.  A card  not  withdrawn  for 
a book  no  longer  in  the  library  will  mislead  a 
borrower  into  expecting  to  obtain  a particular 
book.  These  duties,  or  the  supervision  thereof, 
belong  to  the  cataloger. 

4.  CHILDREN’S  DEPARTMENT:— Where  serious  study, 

whispers  and  giggles  vie  with  one  another. 

The  help  given  is  immeasurable.  It’s  all  a part  of 
the  routine.  Children  are  sometimes  encouraged 
in  their  own  personal  interests,  too.  Recently  a 
little  9 year  old  Chinese-American  girl,  Ann  Lum, 
because  she  liked  to  draw,  volunteered  and  made 
two  posters  for  the  library.  Perhaps  the  idea 
was  contagious,  for  soon  afterwards  two  12  year 
old  boys,  James  McGowan  and  Norman  Talgo, 
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indicated  a similar  desire  and^made  two  others. 
The  library  staff  likes  to  encourage  these  evi- 
dences of  talent. 


5.  TRUSTEES  ROOM: — A room  for  activities. 

Here  the  Trustees  meet  once  a month  to  hear  reports 
and  to  determine  policies,  but  the  room  is  used 
in  many  other  ways,  too. 

Permission  was  again  granted  the  Book  Circle  of  the 
Fairhaven  Mother's  Club  to  use  it  for  their  Book 
Review  meetings  open  to  the  public,  six  being 
held. 

It  was  used  for  Story  Hours. 

The  room  is  made  festive  each  year  for  the  annual 
Book  Week  Tea.  In  1948,  on  November  18th, 
about  50  adults  came  to  enjoy  it.  Again,  happy 
children,  chosen  because  of  good  work  in  the 
BOOKMOBILERS’  Club  served,  while  Mrs.  James 
H.  C.  Marston  and  Miss  Mabel  L.  Potter  poured. 


6.  REFERENCE  BOOKS: — Where  facts  are  just  waiting 
to  be  discovered.

Here  may  be  found  voting  statistics  of  the  various 
states,  or  the  World  Series  results,  the  meaning  of 
the  name  Pleiades,  or  the  height  of  the  Woolworth 
building,  along  with  thousands  of  odd  facts. 
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7.  BOOKSTACKS: — Where  our  patrons  may  brouse. 

The  care  of  stacks  is  time  consuming.  Returned 
books  need  daily  shelving.  Frequent  shelf  read- 
ing is  necessary  to  maintain  good  order.  A book 
not  in  its  right  place  is  temporarily  lost, — some- 
times as  much  as  “A  needle  in  a haystack.”  Our 
stacks  are  open  to  the  public  who  sometimes, 
quite  unconsciously,  replace  on  the  wrong  shelf, 
books  they  have  been  examining.  Old  books 
when  they  are  outdated,  need  to  be  removed  and 
occasional  inventories  must  be  taken. 


8.  DISPLAY  TABLES  AND  CASES:— Where  new  books 
and  articles  are  displayed. 

When  holidays  come,  suitable  posters  and  exhibits 
are  displayed,  the  Christmas  season  being  one 
when  the  library  is  unusually  gay  and  attractive 
with  decorations  and  book  suggestions. 

Book  Week  is  a special  time  when  all  sorts  of  pro- 
jects are  featured,  and  the  library  takes  on  an 
“Open  House”  atmosphere.  In  1948,  we  featured 
especially  a project  on  “Great  books”  or,  books 
that  have  stood  the  test  of  time,  along  with  other 
attractive  displays  on  Antiques  — Handicraft  — 
Music — Current  Events. 

From  time  to  time,  exhibits  are  featured  in  the  dis- 
play case,  and  in  1948  included: — Photographs 
of  the  stained  glass  windows  given  by  Lord 
Fairhaven  to  the  Lode  Parish  Church  in  England. 
— Well  classified  rocks  and  minerals  owned  by 
Mrs.  Robert  Griffin, — Pairpoint  glass,  a collection 
belonging  to  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Tripp,  one  of  the 
library  trustees, — Foreign  dolls  loaned  by  Harriet 
Hawes, — and,  a miscellaneous  collection  of 
woodenware. 

In  early  summer,  when  the  LION'S  CLUB  asked  us 
to  feature  a safety  exhibit  to  impress  the  children 
about  safety  rules,  we  cooperated  by  featuring  a 
project  exhibit  until  early  September,  making 
available  also,  folders  on  safety,  provided  by  that 
club. 
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9.  MAGAZINE  SHELVES:— Where  new  and  old 
magazines  may  be  found. 

By  purchase  and  gift,  our  list  included  132  maga- 
zines, of  which  we  received  2,324  issues.  Our  8 
newspapers  brought  approximately  2,302  more 
pieces. 


It  is  no  small  task  to  keep  magazines  in  order  and 
to  file  back  issues.  After  the  current  demand  is 
over,  unnecessary  issues  have  to  be  weeded 
periodically  from  basement  stacks.  Desirable 
ones  are  retained  for  reference  use  and  are  usually 
those  listed  in  the  “Readers’  Guide  to  Periodical 
Literature,”  an  invaluable  reference  tool  for  both 
students  and  adults.  In  it,  we  might  find,  for 
instance,  references  to  a list  of  recent  opinions  as 
expressed  by  various  authorities  in  different  mag- 
azines on  “Program  rating  in  radio  broadcasting.” 
We  might  locate  a particular  short  story  that 
someone  remembered  reading  “somewhere!”  We 
could  find  late  information  on  “Mesotrons”  in 
relation  to  atomic  developments,  or,  material 
about  the  “Phonographic  recording  of  jazz 
music.” 

10.  CATALQGER’S  DESK:— Where  new  books  go 
through  the  workshop. 

Cataloging  is  highly  technical,  with  hundreds  of 
rules  and  forms  to  be  remembered.  It  must  be 
accurate  to  be  well  done.  Author’s  names  have 
to  be  checked  for  uniformity.  There  is,  for 
instance,  the  case  of  Mark  Twain,  whose  real 
name  was  Samuel  Langhorne  Clemens.  A cross 
reference  must  be  made  from  the  form  of  the 
name  not  used  to  the  form  used  for  the  author 
entry.  All  books  by  an  author  must  be  listed 
under  the  same  form  of  name.  Otherwise,  bor- 
rowers could  not  find,  readily,  the  books  we  have 
by  a particular  author  who  wrote  under  various 
pseudonyms.  There  are  many  cases  where  an 
author,  at  different  times,  has  chosen  several 
different  pen-names. 
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Books  have  to  be  assigned  subjects,  for  which  cards 
are  made,  in  order  to  enable  a patron  to  find  just 
what  the  library  has,  for  instance,  on  Psychoanalysis , 
or  Nantucket,  Mass.,  or  any  one  of  thousands  of 
other  subjects.  Sometimes  a single  chapter  in  a 
book  contains  important  information  on  a subject 
about  which  little  has  been  written,  or,  on  some- 
thing valuable  in  a particular  locale.  Whaling 
is,  for  instance,  a subject  of  interest  to  Fairhaven 
and  vicinity.  Such  material  would  be  analyzed 
and  made  available  by  the  use  of  cards  which 
catalogers  call  “analytics.”  It’s  work  requiring 
great  care  regarding  detail,  and  knowledge  of 
how  to  handle  it  consistently. 

Books  have  to  be  assigned  numbers,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  kept  together  on  the  shelves  in  a 
proper  relationship  of  subjects.  This  compli- 
cated classification  scheme  is  a decimal  system, — 
remarkably  efficient.  Its  index,  in  the  latest 
edition,  contains  737  pages.  Part  of  a cataloger’s 
training  is  to  learn  hundreds  of  these  numbers 
almost  as  thoroughly  as  the  alphabet. 
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11.  SHELF  LIST  CATALOG:— Where  all  books  in  the 
library  are  listed  by  classification  number. 

Thus,  there  is  available,  at  a minute’s  notice,  infor- 
mation as  to  how  many  books  the  library  has  on 
a special  subject,  which  has  in  turn  been  assigned 
a particular  number,  or  how  many  copies  of  such- 
and-such  a title  are  available. 


12.  MARKING  SHELF:— Where  book  processing  is 
completed. 

The  cataloger  does  or  oversees  the  marking,  pocket- 
ing, and  shellacking  of  the  books.  1,437  books, 
1,057  adult  and  380  juvenile,  were  prepared  for 
circulation  during  1948. 


13.  GENERAL  WORK  DESK:— Where  all  sorts  of  work 
is  done. 

97  collections  of  books  were  prepared  for  class- 
rooms. These  involved  2,639  books  which  cir- 
culated 8,357  times,  according  to  partial  records 
kept  by  teachers. 

School  deposits  were  revised  during  the  summer, 
and  necessary  changes  were  made.  A collection 
of  141  books  is  currently  being  maintained  at  the 
Tripp  School  and  394  at  the  East  Fairhaven,  which 
incidentally  has  a splendid  record  of  use. 

Book  deposits  of  130  books  were  sent  to  the  King’s 
Daughters  Home  and  115  to  Our  Lady’s  Haven. 

Books  for  school  assignments  are  selected, — Bibli- 
ographies made  or  checked. — Special  projects 
prepared. 

Withdrawals  are  recorded,  and  numbered  for  the 
year  1,498  books  which  were  outdated,  worn,  or 
too  soiled  to  remain  on  our  shelves. 

Periodically,  two  or  three  days’  time  is  spent  at  the 
Oxford  Branch  removing  those  books  which  have 
been  read  considerably  and  replacing  them  with 
others  from  the  stock  at  the  main  library. 
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14.  MIMEOGRAPH  MACHINE:— Which  aids  in  our 

publicity  and  cuts  down  costs. 

Printing  expense  has  been  saved  by  mimeograph- 
ing our  overdue,  reserve,  and  Trustees’  notices 
cards. 

Booklists  and  publicity  folders,  which  otherwise 
couldn’t  have  been  distributed,  have  been  made 
by  this  method.  It  takes  combined  patience  and 
fingers  which  cannot  always  be  kept  out  of  the 

ink. 

It  helped  us  to  assist  the  WELCOME  WAGON  hostess 
to  give  a new  service  in  town.  When  she  called 
upon  us  in  May  for  a booklet  suitable  for  new 
mothers  and  prospective  brides,  we  recommended 
titles  in  an  attractive  mimeographed  booklet, 
calling  it  “How  do  your  children  grow?”  Ap- 
proximately 150  were  distributed  and  twice  we 
have  had  calls  for  more. 


15.  MENDING  DESK:— Where  we  meet  APPLE  CORES 
and  FLEAS. 

Soiled  books,  in  which  library  records  show  almost 
everything  has  been  discovered  from  apple  cores 
to  bacon,  from  ribbons  to  combs,  from  raisins  to 
cookies,  from  pencils  to  fleas, 
besides  often  irremovable  dirt 
and  grime,  pose  more  of  a 
problem  than  can  be  imagined 
by  anyone  unacquainted  with 
the  problem.  Each  year,  hun- 
dreds of  such  books  are  han- 
dled, cleaned  by  washing  and 
erasure,  mended,  rebacked,  or 
otherwise  resewed,  Mrs.  Griffin 
ably  performing  these  tasks. 

Some  books  are  culled  for  bind- 
ing— in  1948,  93  of  them. 
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16.  BUILDING  EQUIPMENT  AND  MAINTENANCE:— 
Which  needs  constant  attention. 

Sweeping,  dusting,  lawn  care  and  snow  shovelling, 
firing  and  care  of  the  heating  plant,  minor  repair 
jobs,  occasional  varnishing  of  floors  and  refinish- 
ing of  pieces  of  furniture  all  come  under  the  head 
of  janitor’s  duties. 

Repairs  that  have  to  be  paid  for  sometimes  become 
urgent.  In  the  early  fall,  boiler  grates  were  re- 
newed, and  a new  unit  was  purchased  for  the 
hot  water  heater.  Several  chairs  were  recaned 
early  in  the  year. 

We  turned  it  over 

The  rug  in  the  Children’s  Room  worried  us,  worn 
threadbare  with  the  years  and  a definite  thin  spot 
growing  bigger.  It  had  its  face  lifted!  We  turned 
it  over!  Now,  we  are  wearing  it  out  on  the  wrong 
side.  In  the  meantime,  until  someone  takes  pity 
on  us,  or  funds  permit,  it  looks  much  better  than 
it  did. 

We  still  have  a problem  of  crowded  shelves  in  the 
Children’s  Room.  With  a few  dollars  spent  in 
lumber,  we  added  shelves  to  our  tower  storage 
space  to  relieve  a few  crowded  shelves  in  the 
main  stacks. 

Something  new  is  added 

Occasionally,  new  equipment  is  a “MUST”  We 
delight  in  the  new  catalog  cases,  two  60-drawer 
units,  on  order  22  months  before  we  received 
them  in  February.  Both  the  staff  and  the  public 
find  these  more  convenient  to  use,  and  the  single 
drawers  make  it  far  less  dangerous  than  the  over- 
crowded old  style  heavy  double-tray  units. 

With  3 new  desks  and  a rearrangement,  coupled 
with  a removal  of  a section  of  stacks  in  the  left 
rear  of  the  main  floor,  working  conditions  and 
space  were  greatly  improved.  It  also  released 
one  desk  badly  needed  at  the  Oxford  Branch. 
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Many  interior  repairs  are  sadly  needed,  too  many 
to  be  discussed  here.  Although  “a  stitch  in  time 
saves  nine,”  one  must  first  have  the  needle. 

P.  S. 

If,  after  reading  the  foregoing  section,  you  are  still 
puzzled  as  to  what  goes  on  in  YOUR  LIBRARY,  we 
suggest  that  a week’s  volunteer  service  will  change  your 
mind  completely.

When  You  Have  A Grouch  ! 

Perhaps  you  don’t  have  them,  although  we  are  inclined 
to  think  almost  everyone  has  one  once  in  a while.  Perhaps 
the  library  staff  does,  too,  but,  we  hope  not  very  often.  A 
willing  staff  tries  to  give  service  with  a smile.  We  are 
noted  for  our  friendliness,  and  if  we  fail  to  please,  we  hope 
you’ll  remind  us.  May  we  suggest  that  when  you  have  a 
grouch  you  telephone  or  come  to  the  library  and  ask  for 
a humorous  book.  We’ll  find  one  for  you,  and  will 
guarantee  that  you’ll  feel  better. 
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Sometimes  We  Groan  ! 

Yes,  we  have  staff  changes,  too.  They  are  inevitable. 
We  dislike  these  breaks.  They  disturb  the  continuity  of 
the  work.  Assistants  move  on  to  more  lucrative  positions, 
or  resign  for  other  reasons,  such  as  marriage  or  health.  On 
August  1st,  we  lost  Miss  Rita  E.  Steele,  one  of  our  capable 
workers  for'four  years,  to  the  Dartmouth  College  Library, 
where  the  salary  schedule  is  considerably  higher.  With 
regret,  in  mid-December,  we  lost  Miss  Agnes  A.  Rennie, 
on  account  of  poor  health.  For  family  and  business  reasons, 
Mrs.  Phyllis  Sprague  was  unable  to  continue  substitute 
work  during  the  summer  months  when  it  was  most  needed. 
Luckily,  Mrs.  Carol  Moore,  a teacher  with  some  previous 
library  experience,  helped  out  admirably  for  a few  weeks. 
Student  helpers  come  and  go,  usually  because  of  better 
paid  part-time  work  after  school.  The  newest  helper  is 
Marion  Smith,  an  enthusiastic,  willing  worker,  whom  we 
are  fortunate  to  have.  After  several  months  search  follow- 
ing Miss  Steele’s  resignation,  and  finally  in  response  to  our 
ad  in  the  Library  Journal,  we  secured  as  an  assistant,  a 
graduate  of  the  Library  School  of  the  New  Jersey  College 
for  Women,  Mrs.  Josephine  S.  Levering.  She  came  in  late 
October  and  assumed  cataloging  duties  following  Miss 
Rennie’s  resignation  in  mid-December. 

A tough  problem 

To  maintain  a fully  qualified  staff  is  one  of  a librarian’s 
greatest  worries.  An  efficient  staff  must  have  qualifica- 
tions according  to  a definite  standard.  With  salaries 
skyrocketing  and  many  larger  libraries  offering  wages 
according  to  the  American  Library  Association’s  revised 
standards,  it  has  become  increasingly  difficult  to  attract 
professional  librarians  to  the  small  town  library.  Ranking 
along  with  the  school  system,  progressive  libraries  carry 
out  programs  to  meet  community  needs.  It  is  urgent  that 
a certain  proportion  of  the  staff  be  professionally  trained. 
More  and  more  this  is  becoming  recognized  as  an  economy 
measure,  too,  in  the  over-all  production  of  good  work. 
Teachers  are  expected  to  be  trained.  The  public  accepts 
the  fact,  yet,  regarding  library  work,  they  often  think  of  it 
as  work  that  any  reasonably  intelligent  person  can  do.  This 
is  true  of  part  of  the  work.  Yet,  another  fact  remains— that 
untrained  people,  no  matter  how  good,  are  limited  in  the 
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work  they  can  do  without  supervision,  and  this  supervision 
sometimes  takes  almost  as  much  time  as  to  do  it  in  the  first 
place.  A certain  proportion  of  the  work  is  highly  special- 
ized, requiring  the  application  of  methods  and  ideas,  and 
the  ability,  especially  in  the  reference  field,  to  draw  from 
the  reservoir  of  knowledge  built  up  through  a liberal  or 
higher  education.  To  train  for  library  work  requires  a 
long  intensive  course  of  study,  recognized  by  many  as  one 
of  the  stiffest  offered.  Actually,  the  professional  librarian 
spends  more  years  to  complete  her  initial  training  than  does 
the  teacher. 

In  these  days,  young  people  are  thinking  twice  about 
taking  up  an  occupation  that  requires  so  much  and  brings 
so  few  returns  when  compared  to  other  occupations.  The 
result  is  now  a serious  shortage  of  librarians. 

An  in-training  program  for  a proportion  of  the  staff 
who  cannot  meet  professional  qualifications  has  much  to  be 
said  for  it,  if,  but  only  IF,  such  people  have  enthusiasm  for 
their  work,  are  willing  to  learn  even  if  it  sometimes  requires 
study  on  their  part,  and  maintain  an  open-minded  spirit 
that  makes  their  job  a matter  of  pride  rather  than 
“just-a-j ob-period.”  Such  workers  bring  good  results  and 
make  an  admirable  contribution.
